Imagery was clear with little distortion.

Some minor heat perimeter adjustments were detected on the NE part of the incident just to the SW of Beasley Hills, but

only scattered heat was detected in that area.

The other area of heat perimeter expansion was on the SW part of the incident where intense heat was detected backing

into Slater Creek.

Only a very small heat perimeter adjustment in the vicinity of Dry Creek. Scattered and isolated heat detected here.

The rest of the incident showed only isolated and scattered heat.
